Threatened With Fire. 


"Fresh outbursts of smoke near tho 


girls' school showed that 
we wore 


threatened by fire. The wind fanned 
the names and drove them from house 
to house in our direction. Mr.' Rogers 
was guarding the home of Hiss Wal- 
lace and the dispensary across 
the 


street from the school. It was clear 
that the large school, a building of 
brick and wood, was in danger. 
We 


spent the morning In ripping off pro- 
jecting woodwork and porch posts. It 
soon became evident that direct efforts 
to put out the flames must be under- 
taken. 
Up to that time no one had 


dared to go on the streets because o£ 
the scooting. Moslem pillagers, armed 
and In desperate mood, were looting 
the houses opposite the buildings on 
fire. 


Attacked the Fire. 


"Mr. Maurer and I took a crowbar 


and ax and crossed the street to de- 
stroy the wooden porches, shutters and 
stairways of the houses between the 
fires and the girl's school. 


"We carried pails of water which we 


threw wherever we "saw the flames 
breaking out.

"All this time there had been no sign 


of effort on the part of tho government 
authorities'to stop the robbing, pillag^ 
ing and burning. No soldiers or po- 
licemen had appeared nor had' any 
pumps or apparatus for fighting fire 
been sought out. The ojnly news we 
had o£ the soldiers was the galling 
•rifle lire 
from 
the 
Minarets. 
This 


shooting apparently was directed at 
tho houses where the Armenians were 
resisting by a return fire. 


"When I first climbed, to the roofs 


near the flames, armed Moslems ap- 
peared on . three sides -within close 
range. 
When, they understood that I 


was not firing upon them, but had 
some to -work against the flahies, they 
lowered their rifles and assured me I 
might go on unmolested. Then three 
Turks appeared at the windows of.a 
house just across the street and .after 
assuring me of my safety they dropped 
back again to their work of plunder. 
Back ot that house, ip a protected po- 
sition -was a-turbaned Moslem covering 
these looters with his rifle and firing 
frequently to protect them. Two other 
Moslems appeared suddenly on .my left, 
but precelving my purpose they bade 
me to'feel no concern.

The comparative statement printed 


In The Sentinel yesterday contrasting 
banking statistics in Fort; Wayne' to- 
day with those of twenty-five yeara 
ago, and depicting forcefully the. tre-, 
niendous financial progress of the city, 
elicited much interest in financial cir- 
cles. Among other things it. revealed 
the fact that the smallest -national 
bank in Fort Wayne today' has more 
deposits than all-.the national banks 
In 'the city a quarter of a century ago, 
while the' volume 'of loans today is 
more than -four times that of 1884. 
And while the proportion of capital 
stock to footings twenty-five years 
ago was about 27 per cent, the per- 
centage today Is only about 9 per 
cent. Rate of Interest In those days 
was 8 per cent as against 6 per cent 
in recent years, .so that, the present 
showing Is the more remarkable from 
the fact that the earning power of 
loaned money was greater then than 
now. The growth in the country de- 
posits, which are generally in the form 
of certificates of deposit, Is shown in 
the fact that the deposits Jn this form 
are now eighteen^ times as great as a 
quarter of a century .ago, wh'ile indi- 
vidual deposits -are ilttle', more than 
three times as large as in the old days.

Ten new cars for the Fort Wayne 


city system, a new power house at La- 
fayette and some additional interurban 
equipment, but no extension whatever 
of the interurban system, summarizes 
the plans of the Fort Wayne and Wa- 
basb Valley Traction company for the 
immediate future. 


This is the announcement made by 


President J. Levering Jones, who Is 
In the city from Philadelphia making 
an Inspection of the 
system. 
And 


apropos of Fort Wayne's embarkation 
in municipal enterprises there was also 
a hint from high officials ot the com- 
pany that the Fort Wayne and Wa- 
bash Valley company would be entirely 
willing to sell to the city a controlling 
interest in Its property «c precisely Its 
proportionate cost to the company. 


Putt End to Extension Talk. 


The decision of President Jones ef- 


fectually disposes ot the tentative sug- 
gestion for the extension of the Robl- 
son park line to the north to form an- 
other branch of the interurban system 
centering in this city. Mr. Jones de- 
clared that conditions, local and gen- 
eral, were not propitious ror the un- 
dertaking of new interurban 
enter- 


prises and that his company had no 
Intention of branching out In this di- 
rection in Fort Wayne. This, he said, 
will of necessity bo Its policy for an 
Indefinite period, but he explained that 
his company will be glad to have oth- 
ers undertake the work if they are dis- 
posed to do so. 


That ten new cars 
for the Fort 


Wayne city lines, sufficient to replace 
about one-third of the present equip- 
ment, are to be purchased at once, was 
the most gratifying local "outcome of 
President Jones' visit. The cars are to 
be of the latest type, costing about 
$4,000 each, and it is expected to have 
them in service within ninety days. . 


Contracts were signed up today for 


the erection of a new power station at 
Lafayette, and this, with 
accessory 


equipment for the western division, 
will necessitate an outlay of about 
$125,000 by. the company. Mr. -Tones 
will probably leave the city this even- 
ing on his return to the east..

majority of. 2,504. Wabash township, 
in wh'ich Purdue university is situated, 
gave a "dry" majority ot 831. 


The total vote cast in tho county 


was 6,160 for the "wets" and 5,286 for 
the "drys." When the report reached 
the city that several hundred students 
had voted it was believed that the 
"drys" would win, but the unexpected 
showing of the county dumbfounded 
the "drys" and they gave up hope soon 
after the early returns were received. 


There was great rejoicing among the 


"wets" last night, and the downtown 
streets when the returns were being 
given were packed with humanity. 


President Stone and prominent mem- 


bers of Purdue faculty worked early 
and late and did everything possible 
to pull the "drys" through to ^ victory. 
The credit of. the victory is given to 
the County Taxpayers" league, under 
the leadership of William Frey, a con- 
tractor, which conducted a. personal 
ana systematic campaign. 


Through the assistance of Attorney 


& M. MacDowell, of Danville, III.; who 
helped Cass county 
to "wet" 
the 


league from its existence made groat 
inroads on the strength of tho "drys." 


The appeal to the farmers not to 


vote for higher taxes was effective. 


Automobiles played a. leading part in 


the election and they were kept busy 
In both city and country.. President 
Frey said he felt sure all the way that 
the "wets" would win by a. comfortable 
margin.

had been carrying water In pails from 
the yard ot the girls' school, came up 
to me and made use.of a crowbar in 
throwing down a wall, one 
side o£ 


which was burning fiercely. We •work- 
ed with pails of water, the crowbar 
and the ax for over an hour. We re- 
peatedly begged some Armenian young 
men who were .lurking 
around the 


street corners, shielded from the Mos- 
lem fire, to put away tneir arms and 
come and save the school building. 


"The real danger that pressed upon 


our minds was not the possible loss 
of the building but tho perilous situa- 
tion in which our American friends, 
the hundreds of Christian refugees, and. 
the eighty schoolgirls would find them-1 
selves in case the building burned.. 


"So we came back to the school and 


asked for volunteers. Mr. Eogers came 
at once. He-had been in Miss Wal- 
lace's house and did not know how 
close tho fire had come. He carried 
water back and forth three times. 


Death of Maurer. 


"Mr. Maurer was using the crowbar 


against a. wall and I, higher up. was 
pouring water on places Just catching 
fire. We had thus worked a consider- 
able time without being Tiarmcd by the 
Moslems when the Armenians at the 
other end of the 
street commenced 


firing on the houses where the looters 
were at -work. 
Suddenly two shots 


rang out. not more than eight yards 
from where we were working. 
Mr. 


Rogers, who was in the street bringing 
water, was mortally 
wounded. He 


called to me by name and then fell in 
the middle of the street. The other 
bullet hit Mr. Maurer in the left lung 
near the heart, a wound that caused 
him to suffer great pain. The crowbar 
fell from his hands. Me tlien climbed 
down the ladder and collapsed at the 
side of Mr. Rogers.

' -.Of 'four counties that held option 
elections Friday three returned "dry" 
Majorities. 
Tippecanoo county, -with 


Lafayette as its seat, gave a large 
,"wet" -majority, the city .voting over- 
whelmingly for retention of saloons. 
This result in. Tippecanoo is surpris- 
ing only In respect of the signal char- 
acter of the "wet" victory. The county 
all along- had boon considered doubtful, 
•and while both sides "claitoed" with 
great confidence, the bettor informed 
among the leaders -were agreed that 
tho outcome of .the contest could not 
b« reliably forecasted. 


The ('wet" victory in Tlppecanoe, 


however,- is not more of a surprise 


J?imen»e "dry" majority In 
-tfcin 


Delaware. That'county was regarded 
ii extremely.close and the confidence 
of' the pno-saloon forces was in no 
wise for effect. 
It was not believed 


the saloons ;«ould be dislodged In Mun- 
cie and that' city.was the key to the 


situation. The "dry" majority In the 
city In consequence was a matter of 
great astonishment. 
In 
Tlppecanoe 


county the "wet" Interests went to the 
firing line perfectly organized and most 
capably led. The results only empha- 
size the vital Import of organization in 
a contest upon the saloon issue us well 
as in any other contest where appeal 
Is made to the electorate1. It can only 
be concluded that the saloon and brew- 
ery Interests In Tippecunoe county had 
the superior organization and labored 
to' better effect than the anti-saloon 
forces. 
Much was made of an appeal 


to the people on the ground that to 
abolish the saloons would mean to 
greatly Increase the burden ot taxes 
by reason of the extinction of revenues 
derived from liquor licenses. 
In few 


Instances has experience established 
this to be the case. In the vast ma- 
jority of Instances the contrary Is true. 
Nevertheless, such an appeal diligently 
employed 
by 
pro-saloon 
advocates

league evidently had'dedlslve influence 
In the Tippecanoe county tight.' 


The "wet" victory 
in Tlppecanoe 


county is of course a result to be re- 
gretted by the. temperance people, but 
It need not, nor will it, cause dismay. 
Since the enactment of the option law 
there have been a half score of counties 
which even the most ardent of Anti- 
Saloon league leaders have frankly ad- 
mitted were doubtful.- Among these 
was Tlppecanoe. But also among these 
were two that voted "dry"—Grant iind 
Delaware. " Altogether fifty-four coun- 
ties have held elections under the op- 
tion law. "Of these lifty have voted 
"dry." There are eighteen counties in 
which option elections have not been 
held that are "dry" by remonstrance. 
Elections are now pending in six coun- 
ties, none of which Is regarded 
as 


doubtful by the anti-saloon leaders. 
When these elections shall have been 
held the state by counties will be more 
than three-fourths "dry." 
Certainly 


there is nothing in this condition to 
discourage the iocs of the saloon. 
In 


a campaign of only four months fifty 
counties have abolished saloons under 
the option law. But four battles Imvo 


been lost. Of the thirty-eight counties 
In which no elections have been heli] 
not to exceed half a dozen can be 
looked to by the pro-liquor element 
with any hope.

This Increase In values 
las enriched manufacturers and farm- 
ers, and most wage-earners have se- 
cured a corresponding increase, while 
is a rule the salaried class, and espe- 
cially government employes—barring 
senators and congressmen—have had 
no advance. 
The grave injustice of 


this Is manifest. 
The average com- 


pensation of clerks is less than $1,200 


year.' No one can contend that that 


vas too much at any time, but when 
t is remembered that most of them 
lave families who must bo educated, 
and that they arc expected to be well 
educated themselves and always pre- 
sentable, and that the cost of every- 
thing they have to buy lias gone up 
40 per cent in ten years. It is easy to 
see that their condition is really pitia-

congress. The second salient and sig- 
nificant fact brought out by thc chart 
is that thc rise in the so-called trust 
and monopolistic commodities has not 
been as great as in the competitive 
ones by 10 per cent. This goes far to 
destroy the stock in trade ot some very 
noisy politicians. 
It tends to prove 


that the trust or groat combine is a 
natural and inevitable commercial de- 
velopment, which has cheapened pro- 
duction and lowered prices, and with- 
out which the business o£ today could 
not be done." 


It is true that the trusts can cheapen 


production and also do cheapen pro- 
duction. It doubtless cannot be gain- 
said that in some lines of trust-pro- 
duced necessaries the prices are lower 
than in some lines of necessaries not 
produced by trusts. Tint the consumer 
docs not share equally in the advan- 
tages of the economies possible to a 
trust. Take petroleum products as an 
instance, more striking than any other 
perhaps, but by no means the only one. 
The trade prohibitions of the Dingley 
bill doubtless are responsible for much 
ot the excess. Once tariff duties rise 
to the point of prohibition the prices 
of commodities so protected may be 
boosted without limit. 


Senator Aldrich is said to entertain 


serious misgivings upon tbe fate of the 
tariff bill in the senate as that meas- 
ure stands today and is quietly—no 
other fashion for him—devoting his 
time to missionary work among west- 
ern senators.

Differences In the Interpretation of a 


clause in "the wage scale agreement be- 
tween the Fort Wayne Rolling Mills 
company and the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron. Steel and Tin Work- 
ers, with which the Rolling Mills men 
are affiliated, may result In a strike o 
the mill men' next week. The trouble 
started about 'a month ago and has 
been the subject of numerous confer 
ences between the officials of the Roll 
Ing Mills and the Algamated assocla 
tion officers since. The last c'onferenci 
was held In Detroit yesterday, betwcer 
the Amalgamated association's execu 
tlve committee and H. C. Rockhill, wh 
had gorio to that city on other bus! 
ness. The result Is told in the follow 
ing statement by Sir. Rockhill Oil 
afternoon: 
. "There is a difference," he said, "be 
tween the mill management and th 
Amalgamated 
association 
over th 


proper interpretation of the scale with 
reference to certain material worked 
on the eight-inch mill. Several con- 
ferences have been held without reach- 
Ing an agreement and the executive 
committee of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation have notified the mill manage- 
ment thatthey will not permit their 
men to work unless the matter is set- 
tled at once In accordance with their 
Interpretation of the scale. 
The mill 


management has agreed to give the 
employes a definite answer next Mon- 
day and pending this answer the mill 
will he closed down. As'yet there'is 
no strike at the mill and we are oper- 


tlng full today. The mill will be shut 
own Monday; how much longer I am 
ot able to say at this time." 
Several-of the employes interviewed 
t the mills this morning made state- 
lents in substance the same as Mr. 
tockhill's. The matter, so far as they 
re concerned.. rests entirely with the 
xecutlve committee of the Amalga- 
nated association, whose decision is 
given 
in Mr. Rockhill's statement, 


"his means that a refusal on the part 
if the mill management to grant the 
demands of the association will Ve fol- 
owed immediately by a strike. The 
mills have not been very busy for the 
past two years, at present being op- 
erated at about 60 per cent, of their 
capacity. There has been a slight 1m- 
jrovement in the situation the past 
month, but the outlook for the future 
s not very promising. However, the 
mill management seems anxious to 
maintain Its factory organization and 
to keep the mill In operation as much 
as possible. 


and the company has derided to equip 
the other cranes in this department 
in a similar manner.

More than $20,000,000 has been paid 


to employes of the Pennsylvania, rail- 
road system out of the relief fund that 
was established by the company in 
1886. 
The report for March, issued to- 


day, shows that the payments made to 
employes during the month amounted 
to $182,990.20, while the total amount 
that has been paid out in the last 
twenty-three years is $26,096.274.18. 
The sum of $19,050,111.42 was paid to 
imployes of the lines east of Pitts- 
mrg and Erie, and $7,046,162.76 to em- 
ployes on the western lines. 


On March 31 there were 114,394 em- 


ployes on the lines east of Pittsburg, 
and of this number 91,589 were mem- 
bers o.£ the relief fund. 
Those who, 


through illness or accident, were un- 
able to work, received a total of $79,- 
762.06, while the families of members 
who died during the month received 
$56,883.44. 


On the lines west of' Pittsburg on 


March 31 there were 37,081 members of 
the relief fund, out ot a total of 45,000 
employes. The payments to members 
who 
were 
incapacitated 
for work 


amounted to $28,594.70. Benefits in.the 
sum of 517,750 were paid to families 
of members who died.

task, but rarely is it accomplished. If 
but one light is to be attended to the 
problem is simple, but when there are 
several lamps one seems always out 
of commission, either through neglect 
to fill with oil or carelessness in trim- 
ming. 


Careful 
work is 
needed on 
the 


wicks, and it is on these that a wo- 
man finds the tooth brush invaluable. 
Each wick is turned up and brushed 
deftly, but thoroughly. This removes, 
all crust or accumulation without dis- 
'turblng the wick itself.-- A. slightly 
.frayed edge is ravelled by the process, 
and this is neatly evened1 with the 
scissors. 
It is much easier -to keep a 


wick straight in this way; because it 
is not necessary to cut the wick any.- 
Few persons can snip across an edge 
with any degree of straightness, and 
avoiding this simplifies the work. Each- 
lamp'should be wiped carefully'at the 
end of the wick cleaning, and when 
chimney and shade are on, is ready to 


give out its best light.- Once a month 
the wicks should be removed from the 
burners and the latter are put into a 
kettle with boiling water made strong 
with washing soda. , They boil for 
half an hour before being rinsed 'n 
clean hot water and are put in the 
.sun or on the back of the stove to dry 
thoroughly. This prevents any clog- 
ging of the works, and odor from 
burners so cared for is unknown.

Young Infants Should Wear 


Flannels Until the /5th of May 


The • first mild days of spring are 


Ihose in which mothers should guard 
cables against contracting colds. For 
iittle ones are susceptible to the slight- 
est change of temperature, and one 
that might not be felt by an elder may 
have serious consequences for an in- 
fant if his heavy flannels have been 
changed for lighter weight garments. 


Xo matter how warm the weather 


seems 
the same weight 
undergar- 


ments that have been worn all winter 
must be continued in use until the 
middle of May. Not before the 15th 
is it safe to put on lighter clothing. 


Naturally to keep a young child too 


warm is to make him susceptible to 
cold, so that some thought must bfi 
given about the modifying of his out 
door wraps. For Instance, any fur that 
may have been used during the cold 
months should be laid aside about the 
middle of April, substituting for it 
something very warm and thick, but 
porous. A wadded bonnet may be re- 
placed by a muslin one with a quilted 
lining: very 
heavy carriage robes 


should be continued in use until the 
wind is no longer chill. 


The mistake made by young moth- 


ers who too quickly discard warm 
wrappings for their babies, is in for- 
getting that for many weeks after the 
sun is warm, the air is still cool; also, 
that baby, not exercising when he is 
in the carriage, needs more protection 
than one who is walking or running. 
Moreover, an infant may be taken in 
the shade, where the atmosphere is 
chilly, and any such possibility as this 
must be carefully guarded against it 
his lungs are to be kept strong. It 
takes only a day 
or two to know 


whether he is too warmly wrapped. 
Should the little body be perspiring 
when he comes in from his outing 
there can be no question that he is 
wearing too heavy garments, and a 
slight change must bo made. 


For baby to sleep in the sun is one 


of the health giving possibilities that 
almost any mother may secure for her 
child. 
And for such n nap 
the 


youngster must be wrapped so he 
not take cold, and then the carriage 
should be rolled where the sun wil 
beat down without striking him in the 
eyes. Serious damage may be done to 
the sight i£ strong, direct light falls 
on his face.

If any rule could be systematically ] 


followed as to when a child deserves 
punishment, and when it does not, the 
matter of training.would be simplified. 
But the fact that no two children are 
precisely alike, and that one might de- 
serve correction when another would 
not, 
precludes the possibility of set 


regulations, and makes it necessary for 
every mother to decide each case for 
herself. 


There is one great point, however, 


that all should observe, and that is not 
to punish when reasoning would bring 
the same results. For needless correc- 
tion blunts a child's sensitiveness. To 
state that it brutalizes him is putting 
it too positively, but it tends to develop 
ndifferencc and hardness that one does 
not want a child to possess. 


On general principles one might try 


reasoning before punishment. If the 
same child commits the same error a 
second time, it having been explain- 
ed to him carefully why he should not. 
then there is little question but that 
ic deserves punishment. But the aver- 


child is far more susceptible to 


reason than many persons think. For 
example, a little girl of eight years was 
being corrected the other day for bad 
manners towards her nurse. She had 
been impudent, hut instead of punish- 
ment her mother told her that this 
way of speaking was underbred' and 
common; that it made persons dislike 
her, and detracted from her sweetness 
That it was.not clothes, but manners 
which made a. lady, and that to be im- 
pertinent was to be common. Also, 
the mother added, any one could have 
good manners when not annoyed: but 
it was in speaking like a lady when 
provoked which made the virtue. The 
child summed it up at once by saying: 
"I see. I must act like a lady outside, 
however I may feel inside." That was 
two months ago and she has not been 
seriously impertinent since. It was a 
case where punishment was unneces- 
sary, and an appeal to the child's mind 
was sufficient. 


• This treatment will not work always. 
oC course, but it is worth trying. The 
trouble is that a busy and harrassed 
mother can deliver a punishment for 
an offence much sooner than it takes 
to appeal to the child's mind, nonce 
the prevalence of the former method. 


Argument with a child should never 


be carried on when the youngster 
shows a tendency to "answer back,' 
not necessarily 
impertinently, either. 


But if. through words, a boy or girl 
cannot be convinced ot the error, then 
punishment of some kind must be ad- 
ministered. 
Xothing -.vil! so quickly 


cause a child to lose respect for a par- 
ent as the opportunity to argue end- 


to 
lessly, and no parent can afford 
lave a little one lose respect. 


There are children whom even tha 


simplest punishment hardens unfor- 
tunately, and they are among the diffi- 
cult types with which to deal. But as 
a rule, if this element in the tempera- 
ment is recognized and carefully han- 
dled they will take discipline, -when it 
is needed, if words have failed to show 
them the wrong that has been done. 
Many a boy will be good natured-<8iter 
a whipping rarely given and be sulky 
over frequent raps on the knuckles. 
The former clears the atmosphere, 
while the latter .simply keeps It stirred. 
Children should not be nagged or their 
dispositions will suffer.

Cathedral of Palms. 


In a cathedral of palms we saw a wedding cere- 


mony. The thirteen or fourteen year old bride, wear- 
ing not only rings on her lingers and toes, but in the 
top. of the ear lobe as well, was adorned according to 
tho dictates of the fashionable Singhalese. HIT shoul- 
ders and arms were weighted with glass baubles, her 
ankles jingled, her nostrils boasted a button of jewels. 
Her hair was twisted and caught with long metal 
pins. The marriage knot was literally "tied" by fas- 
tening the thumb of the boyish groom to the little 
linger of the maiden. 


Perfumed, oils were then poured over the bride's 


head and the assemblage of scantily draped friends 


Tomtoms, beating time slowly at first, quickened 


gradually as group followed group in supple rivalry. 
Hips and shoulders touching, the dancers swayed in 
rhythmic contortion. Sharp cries from the spectators 
encouraged to looser steps and freer poses. As a 
bestial shout arose and the drums rolled faster the 
heat of the dance flamed more fiercely. Clouds of 
sand rose from under the frenzied feet and stung eyes 
which rolled in exhaustion.

I was diverted with a detailed enumeration of the 


three hundred uses of the cocoanut palm. Green or 
ripe, the nut gives food and drink both nourishing 
and palatable. 
Tho fermented milk, called arrack, 


is to the'native of Ceylon as is beer to the Teuton or 
vodKa to the Russ. 


Out in the harbor, encompassed by a marvellous 


sea wail, lay ships from many ports, conic as ships 
have come for a score of centuries to Singhalese 
'marts, for cargoes of cassia, tea, tamarinds, ebony, 
spices, coffee, pearls, sapphires, topazes, cat's-eyes, 
quicksilver aud gold. 


Drawn up on tho shore -were the native croft 


which had aroused my curiosity as they swarmed 
about the steamer upon our arrival. Kater-marans, 
or "tied trees," they arc called. Three or four tree 
trunks, throng-bound with tough cocoa palm bark, 
they curry a single sail and an outrigger, made of a 
log of wood. Their speed aud safety arc traditional, 
. and they often carry the native boatmen hundreds 
of miles to sea. 


Outside the door of my sleeping room I found a

Among the silent shadows birds of paradise, 
wild peacocks and paroquets flaunted their splendid 
apparel against a ba-.kgrouiid of vcrmicose green. 
Like animate jewels, butterflies and humming birds 
glittered on rhododendron petals, pink, white and 
yellow. Enormous banyan trees hung their everlast- 
ing arms above us. A devil bird screamed like a 
.wild beast and my coolies shuddered as if at a bad 
omen. Superstition impregnates ali classes in Cey- 
lon. Demon priests nnd holy doctors thrive mightily 
upon the belief that evil spirits are constant^ at 
hand to corrupt souls, bodies and crops. 


The beat of strange drums throbbed from the 


heart of the settlement as we approached.

ing torch flames lighted a roofed arena half way 
down the street. Jostled by nude bodies, and almost 
suffocated by the humid heat, I watched the dance.

the most revered of »l\ Buddhist s'ni ines. tbe temp'ip 
o£ Malagawa. Its dingy wall? form the abiding place 
of the Tooth of Bufidhn, to wors^lc which is tha- 
humble purpose of thousands of yearly pilgrims from 
Ceylon and India. 
In a superb setting of nrerious 


stones reposes the object of veneration. From us 
size and shape it is far more likely that it once graced 
the jaw of a crocodile or elephant. The Sacred Bo- 
tree in the temple yard is also venerated by Burlfl.hs's 
followers, who assert its existence there for two 
thousand years. 


Rasping tones of ivory horns and rude drums drew 


me to service in a temple not. so holy as that of 
Malagawa, but more ornate. 
Genuflecting, gesticu- 


lating, dancing about the altar, yellow garbed priests 
and pilgrim worshippers united in melancholy wa)J- 
ing aud noisy demonstration. 
The simplic-ity and 


pureness of Lord Buddha seems so little to have im- 
pregnated the lives of these depraved adherents! 


The coffee and tea plantations in the hills and 


plains near Kandy were visited with much interest 
Tea is now the richest crop of Oey'ori, about 
150.000,000 pounds being grown annually. The finest 
quality may be bought on the plantation for less 
than ten cents a pound. 


Inland from Kandy lies the breathing snot of the 


island, the renowned watering place, Neura-KIlln. 
En route for the hilly paradise we saw elephants at 
work, trudging, gigantic and tame, through tl'.e fresh 
turned earth, docile and serviceable. 


Sis thousand feet above sea level we crossed the 


Mississippi ut Ceylon, Mahavelle-Ganga. 
Toward 


Italnapura, Uic "City of Gems," we saw the dome 
shaped mount from which Mohammedans believe 
Adam stepped in one space annihilating stride to 
distant Siam. A depression in the rocky summit !s 
interpreted by them as the imprint o£ the primeval 
foot, and is so worshipped by multitudes who every 
March crowd the craggcd sides of Adam's i^eak. 


In the surrounding plains the soil is prolific with 


precious geras ot every description 
except the dia- 


mond, emerald and turquoise. The fabulous riches 
of the mountains have never been prospected. 'Whst 
romances oC these unopened treasure chests may yet 
be written! 


Returning to Colombo as I had come. I took pas- 


sage on a tiny packet which sfcirts the island's coast 
line.

The Pet Alligator.

T SEEJIS incredible that it was only last 


Easter that he came into our lives. 
It 


sccrns as if he had always Iain upon that 
log, as if for ages of time he had been 
lying there immovable and sphinxlike. 
When a friend brought the little alliga- 
tor to us last Spring from Florida, in a 
pasteboard box, with holes in the top of 


it, we regarded him as such a frsil exotic that we
